The deceased was very aged and 
deorepid. He was a lawyer of ac- 
knowledged ability.— South Florida 
Sentinel, Aug. 6. 

Gen. Hodge was a Representative 
from Campbell county in the Legis- 
lature of 1869 '60, and will be remem- 
bered by our older citizens as a lead- 
ing politician of that day.
